Pittsburg, Pa, April Another 
man higher up was indicted in the 
Pittsburg bribery affair today, when 
Max G. Leslie, delinquent tax col- 
lector of Aljegheny county, and the 
leading Republican county politician, 
Was named as n briber.

The car struck him just after he had 
placed one foot over the second rail, 
The fender broke his right foot at tne 
ankle and he was then struck on the 
head by the car which bruised the 
left side of his head fracturing the 
skull, His collar bone and three ribs 
were also broken by the impact. The 
motorman states that he was ringing 
the bell but could not stop the car in 
the short space after he saw the de- 
ceased endeavoring to cross in front.

MISSION WORK EXPANDING. 


The rapid expansion of the western 
provinces of Canada is acurately reflect- 
ed in the broadened field of Presbyterian 
Missions, Rev. Dr. McQueen, pastor of 
First Presbyterian church, who has just 
returned to the city from Toronto, where 
he attended the annual meeting of the 
Home Mission Committee of the Presby- 
terian church, reports the opening up 
this bar of 70 new mission fields west 
of Lake Superior, 

These fields are divided among the 
different provinces as follows: Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan, 40; Alberta, 24; Brit- 
ish Columbia, G. The Presbyterian church 
will this year expend upwards of a quar- 
ter of a million dollars on home missions. 
Tho amount contributed to home mis 
sions last year was $208,000. This eam 
included a number of large legacies. For 
the coming year’s work, Ontario and 
Quebeo require frem the general fund f 
the church $40,000, Manitoba $30,000, 
Saskatchewan $64,000, Alberta $42,000 
and British Columbia $26,000, The am- 
count which the various provinces are 
expected to contribute is divided as fol- 
luws: Manitoba $25,000, Saskatchewan 
$35,000, Alberta $15.00), British Colum- 
bia $15,000. 

The committee, which consists of 48 
mombers from all parts of the Domin- 
ion, drow up a report to be submitted 
to the General Assembly, at its meeting 
to he held in St. Matthews church, Hali- 
fax, in the first week of June. To this 
assembly Rev. Dr, MeQueen has been 
appointed a representative,

AFTERMATH OF COLLAPSE, 


The aftermath of the collapse of the 
Telfer warehouse on Third street, on 
the afternoon of October 97th, 1006, 
in the shape of an action for damages 
brought by Telfer Brothers inst 
the lessee of the building, . T. 
Fisher, is occupying the attention of 
the Supreme Coust today, 

Mr. Fisher, the present secretary of 
the Edmonton Board of Trade, in 1908, 
as the representative of the Nichol- 
son Bayne Company, oceupied à por- 
tioin of the warehouse on Third 
McDonald Block. is warehouse 
had been leased from Telfer Brothers. 
A portion of the building was sub-let 
to Messrs. Foley Brothers & Larson. 

On October th, 1908, without any 
warning. a portion of the third floor, 
30 feet by & fest, dollapsed, crashing 
through thé second and first floors 
to the basement, The accident hap- 
pened about ten minutes after the 
building had been vacated for the 
day, and no one was injured. 

Telfer Brothers now claim from the 
defendant, F. T. Fisher, $800.40, the 
cost of repairs to the building, claim- 
ing that the defendant took a lease 
on the understanding that he was to 
keep the building in habitable condi-. 
tion, and that he was vig’ of negli- 
gence in not doing so. he defen- 
dant claims that the collapse was due 
to faulty construction and denies the 
obligation alleged by the plaintiff. 

The case for the plaintiff. which 
started yesterday afternoon, was con- 
tinued this morning. 

Sydney B. Woods, of the firm of 
Short, Woods, Biggar & Collisson, is 
appearing for the plaintiffs, and Mr. 
Boulton, of Emery, Newell & Boulton, 
for the defendant, Nicholson & 
Bayne, as a third party, are represent- 
ed by J. E. Wallbridge, and Foley, 
Welch & Larson, by J. C. F. Bown. 
The case is being heard by Mr. Justice 
Stuart. 


LECTURE ON TEMPERANCE. 


Rev. Geo. H. Hibbert, of Massachu- 
setts, a temperance lecturer of con- 
tinental reputation, delivered an ad- 
dregs to a large audience in the First 
Baptist Church last evening under the 
auspices of the Edmonton and District 
Temperance Union. Mr. Hibebrt was 
a member of the Massachusetts Legis- 
lature for a number ot years and is 
seventy-two years old, He is a 
wonderful speaker for a man of his 
age. 

in dealing with the liquor question 
he took for his subject the “License 
Lows of this Province.“ He first gave 
statistics regarding the number of 
confirmed drunkards that keep the 
pledge when they do take it, and he 
stated that it was a faci to be deplor- 
ed that only two per cent. do 80. 80, 
stated the lecturer, it is the duty ot 
the people o make laws that will get 
at the root f the evil. “If you think 
that the present license Jaws are any- 
thing but a farce, you will have to 
convince me.” , 

For the last 400 years in the oid 
land and for 200 years in America we 
had been dealing with this question 
and we were no nearer a solution now 
than we were at the beginning, and 
at the present moment the license 
la wa we reabsolutely inadequate. 

“IT will give you reasons for this 
statement,“ said the lecturer, At the 
present time your license laws read 
that you cannot sell liquor on the Sab- 
bath; you cannot sell liquor to minors. 
and the sale of the fiery liquid is pro- 
hibited between the hours of 10 o’clock 
at night and 5 o’clock the next morn- 
ing. The liquor dealer will never 
make comment on the curses cf the 
liquor selling, but he will always tell 
you ‘hat n fine license law you have 
in this country, and what splendid res- 
trictious ate placed on the liaquor 
traffic. How many of you people ‘n 
this hall this.evening ever heard of a 
case where a liquor dealer was con- 
victed of selling liquor to a minor, 4 
Man who was already drunk or of sell. 
ing liquor on Sunday, and who under 

eaven wants to buy the stuff be- 
tween the hours of 10 at night and 5 
in the morning.” 

In speaking of the saloon he said 
that in this country it was just as 
legal an institution us the church or 
the blacksmith shop. 

Licenses made drunkards, and asked 
said ther legturer which was the better 
law the one that prevented the eren - 
tion of drunkards or the law that 
protected en man when he was drunk 

In speaking ol the way in which 
the liquor men stood shoulder to 
shoulder, he said that if the church 
would stand in the ‘ame Way the 
question would soon be settled, 

Applying the Bible to the license 
laws he said was tis the way that 
the Good Book would deal with the 
question? 

“Thou shal't not put a stumbling 
block in the way of thy ueighbor un- 
til thou payest into the treasury of 
the Lord 400 pieces of silver,”
